LIBERAL HOPES RUN HIGH. 


THE COUNTRY VOTERS COME TO THE RES- 


CUE AND CREATE FOR THE TORIES A 

DISTINCT MINORITY. 

Lonpbon, Dec. 2.—| Via Mackay- Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. ] — Heavy Liberal polling has at 
last begun, and the clearmg up of yesterday's 
elections leaves the Tories for the first time in 
a distinct minority. It is probable that they 
will catch up somewhat by today’s numerous 
poliings, there being fewer Scotch and back 
country divisions and more historic Tory 
strongbolds. But it is not likely that they will 
get within a score of votes of the Liberals. 

Among the notable featuresof the day’s 
news was the triumph of L. H. Courtney in 
Cornwall, where it was thought the Tories bad 
him beaten. Instead be has a majority of 
nearly 1,200 votes. Lord John Manners carries 
bis Leicester seat with more ease than was ex- 
pected, and removes the last chance of defeat- 
ing a member of the Salisbury Ministry. On 
the other hand, nine of Mr. Giadstone’s Min- 
isters have already been beaten. The Tories 
are elated over their victory in Renfrewshire, 
where no. Tory has been elected since 1859. 
But thie success is balanced by losses in Had- 
dingtonshire.' „ 

Liberal hopes run high tonight. Many coun- 
ties which differ widely in their voting com- 
ponents have. given Liberal majorities. In 
Durham, Gloster, and Norfolk there have been 
huge Liberal majorities. This leads the Liberal 
leaders to believe that the bulk of the newly- 
enfranchised agricultural laborers have been 
unaffected by the taunts which have been late- 
ly buried at them by the Tory orators, 
Another cause of surprise to the Tories is the 
fact that the common people have 
been influenced by American newspa- 
pers. Many of them cannot read, but 
when the news of the day is read 
to them they manifest great shrewdness in de- 
termining ite value. A single fact goes further 
with them than many columns of argument. 
They find that the Liberals are generally in 
favo. of emancipation ana progress, and when 
they go to vote they put their (X) marks on 
the side of the Liberal names. If they had 
only the county papers to read they would be 
hide-bound Tories. 

The extent of the suppression of news items 
which might be favorable to the Liberais is al- 
most incredible. If a murder is committed the 
cold facts are stated, but they are accompanied 
with editorial comments calculated to make the 
reader shudder with fear and imagine all sorts 
of tragedies if the Radicals get into office 
again. Anytning short of a murder, if it hurts 
the institutions of the county, is quietly 


durked. 
FELL FIAT. 
The Tories are disgusted at the smallness 
of the effect of the capture of Burmah. The 


‘| dispatches from Gen; Prendergast bave fallen 


very flat. Tnere was no fighting to speak of, 
no brilliant strokes of strategy, and no shed- 
ding of uncivilized blood. The object of the 
expedition was accomplished according to pro- 
gram, and it was as decorously conducted as a 
hanging. The deposed King is not to be described 
hereafter in the British papers as a monster of 
cruelty but as a prisoner of state. He is to be 
deported to British India, ana will have his 
choice between Bombay and Calcutta for his 
permanent residence. Of course he will have 
as many summer palaces as he deems neces- 
sary. He will be allowed to select a few wives 
to console him in his banishment, and England 
will give bim a handrome pension. The 
war against Burmah was undertaken, 
according to the Tories, to chastise King 
Theebaw for his murderous practices and 
bis barbarous disregard of treaty obligations. 


It ends with dn arrangement by which the 


young brute is to be kept in peace and luxury 
the rest of his life, and 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 
people are to have two taskmasters instead of 
one. 

The Tories now claim that their success is 
certain. They believe that the counties which 
have already voted are the ones in which the 
Liberals were the strongest and that the Tory 
vote in the remaining counties will be three to 
one against the Liberals. The slim showing 
made at the polis by the Loyalists in Ireland 
surprises even the Parnellites and it astounds 
England. 

Late tonight comes a denial of the report 
that Mr. Gorst, Solicitor-General, is gom on 
the bench, but if not this, then some other 
shift will de made to make a place for Mr. 
Clark ia the Cabinet. 

The wires are burdened with stories from a 
score of places of barbaric violence in the 
provinces. Bulidings have been gutted, candi- 
dates pounded, riots bloodily suppressed by the 
police, and the soldiery called out. Neither 
party has a monopoly of this sort of thing, but 
the worst cases reported are in Somerset and 
Suffolk and in Denbigh, where the young 
Tory, Sir W. W. Wynn, barely escaped with bis 
life. All the disturbances are due to Radical 
mobs. Thus far Ireland has set Engiand a 
striking example of order, the only exception 
being a famiiy row at Dundaik, where Callan's 
heelers seem to have hustied Mr, Parnell and 
Mr. Dillon. 

WHO WOULD LEAD IT? 

The Daily News, referring to the likelihood of 
Lord Salisbury endeavoring to effect a coali- 
tion of Tories and moderate Liberals in order 
to thwart Parnell, thinks such a course would 
be impossibie because there would be no 
leader, and that, even if it were possible to 
form such a party, Lord Salisbury would aever 
become a semi-Liberal Conservative, nor would 
Lord Churchill, who has more leaning toward 
the Radicais. 


RETURNS IN DETAIL

BLOODSHED IN IRELAND. 
HAND-TO-HAND CONFLICTS‘ IN LOUTH B- 

TWEEN CALLANITES AND NOLANITES— 

PARNELL ON THE SCENE. 

Louts, Dec. 2.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. — The scenes of rowdyism and 
disorder which bave characterized the progress 
of the Louth election culminated today in a 
series of desperate band-to-han’ fights bet ween 
the supporters of Mr. Nolan and Mr. Callan. 
Long before the politng-booth was opened a 
large crowd of Mr. Callan's supporters gath- 
ered in front of the Dundalk Uourt-House, 
which bad been mude the poliing-station for 
halt the voters of the county, thereby favor- 
ing Mr. Callan, whose chief strength was de- 
rived from the laboring element of the Dun- 
daik population. There was nv doubting the 
political complexion of the assembiy, for the 
alr was rent from time to time with cries of: 
** Hurrah for Callan!" To heli with Nolan!“ 

At the opening ot the polls a great rush was 
made by the Callanites to vote. The crowd 
almost completely blocked the streets, and the 
voters made their way with difficulty, the 
police making no efficient effort to keep the 
way clear. This confusion continued till 11 
o'clock, when Mr. Parnell, accompanied 
by Messrs. Nolan, Dillon, and a number 
ot friends, appeared on the scene. They were 
immediately made objects of hostile demon- 
strations by the Callanites, who bad had things 
pretty much their own way up tothis. Mr. 
Parnell insisted that the police should clear the 
way for the voters to the poll. 

Soon after the first contingent of Mr. Nolan’s 
supporters came in from the Blackrock and 
Haggardstown country districts. They were 
met by a flercely hostile demonstration on the 
part of the Calianites. The Nojanites replied 
with the cry oft Down with the mobs!” and 
from groaning and hooting the action soon de- 
veloped into fights. 

HAND-TO-HAND FIGHTS. 

The Nolanites were largely armed with 
sticks, and went for the Callanites notwith- 
standing their numerical inferiority. A des- 
perate hand-to-hand fight ensued in the street 
and was not quelled until many persons on 
both sides had been injured. The police finally 
séparated the combatants. 

A little later another strong Nolan party en- 
tered Dundalk, coming from Kilicully, Inis- 
icken, ani Shelah. These men were also at- 
tucked by the Callanites. They replied 
ously with sticks, and the fight raged fast and 
furious for some time before the police could 


Several men were badly injured in the sorim- 
mage, but finaily the priests induced the No- 
lanites to retire to their committee rooms, 

There is a rutior current that Mr. Callan 
and a strong body of supporters from Dundalk 
have been attacked at Carlingford, where they 
went this morning, by the Nolanites. Police 
assistance has been telegrapbed tor, but owing 
to the threatening appearance of affairs in 
Dundalk no force can be spared from this 
point, Orders bave, therefore, been issued to 
send police from Newry to Mr. Callan's relief. 

IN A STATE OF SIEGE. 

Dundalk looks like a town in a state of 
civil war. The houses are closed, the shop- 
shutters are up, cavalry, infantry, and armed 
police are constantly parading the town, and 
desultory fighting is gomg on all over it. No 
hostile demonstrations, however, have been 
directed against Mr. Parnell. Ail the venom 
of the Callanites was vented on the Nolanites.. 

In the evening Mr. Parnell held a meeting 
attended by 1,000 people, who received him 
enthusiastically. He read a secret Conserva- 
tive circular showing that Mr. Callan was 
acting with the loyalists, and claiming that 


Mr. Callan's conduct justified the action of the | 


Irish party toward him. There ig a general 
feeling that Mr. Callan is defeated. The Fotos 
will be’counted tomorrow. Mr. Parnell sealed 
the Dundalk ballot-boxes with his private seal. 
TROUBLE ELSEWHERE. 

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—The Nolanites, armed with 
bludgeons and headed by priests, prevented 
the Callanites fvom voting at Carlingford. 
Much rioting ensued, in which many persons 
were injured. Mr. Callan is the Nationalist 
whose nomination was opposed by Mr. Parneil, 
who supported Mr. Nolan. 

Election rioting is also reported in the 
Rhondda Valley, Wales. A.large number of 
persons are said to have been injured.

MR. MCDONALD MUST STAY IN JAIL 

Judge O'Gorman today, in the Superior 
Court, special term, denied a motion to release 
Augustine HK. Mebonald from Ludlow Street 
Jail, where de bas been confined since Febru- 
ary, 1879. MoDonaid was a British subject in 
1874. He bad a claim against the United States 
tor cotton belonging to him which was de- 
strored during the War. He employed Charles 
E. Hovey and Henry T. Dole to prosecute the 
claim. An awärd was made in tuvor of Mo- 
Donald for $197,190 in gold, upon which 
Hovey and Dole, under a written agree 
ment, claimed a lien for their services. 
They brought a suit in the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia to entorbe their 
lien, one-half being invested in Government 
bonds, and, by the direction of the court, de- 
posited to meet. their ciaim. McDonald de- 
murred to their complaint, and, upon it being 
sustained, the bonds were reiurned. He then 
sold them for about $108,000 and came to this 
city. Hovey and Dole appeaied from the de- 
cision on demurrer, and ae reversal was bad, 
upon which McDonaid was ordered to restore 
the property. Herefused, ana was adjudged in 
contempt, aud, bis answer being stricken out, a 
judgmeat Wasentere | against b mor $49,297.50. 
in the mouth of April, 1878. Upon this judg- 
ment Hovey and Dole sued McDonald in the 
Supreme Court of tais city; and he was :odgea 
ia jail in February. 1879, upon a charge of hav-. 
ing converted ‘the money to bis own use. A 
motion in his benslf to vacate the order of ar- 
rest was denied and upon. appeal he met with 
no better success. He then demurred to the 
complaint, but as that was overruied and be 
failed to put in an answer Oct. 20, 1879, a jude- 
ment was entered aga.ost bim for $52,540.70. 
After being in jail tor nearly seven years be 


‘appiied to. Judge O’Gorman to set aside the 


judement apd give bim leave to defend the 
suit and interpose an answer. The Judge ce- 
med the application today in a lengthy opinion 
in which he says: 

If he has suffered a long imprisonment in the 
cause it has been by his own fault. I can see noth- 
ing in his conduct now to entitle him to the ex- 
traurdinary tnauigence of the court. The question 
seems chiefly to be whether the defendant, by 
obstinate disobedience of the mandate of one 
court and by equally obstihate endurance of the 
penalty impvused on him by another, will succeed 
in wearing Out the authority of the law.

THAT ALLEGED ARSON. 


THE MAN WHO FIRED THE FURNITURE 
FACTORY SAYS HE WAS PAID FUR IT BY 
THE DEFENDANTS —SENSATIONAL DE- 
TAILS. 

Tne examination of witnesses in the case of 
Peter Frankenbach and Nicholas Simon, 
ebarged with arson, which was resumed in 
Justice Woodman’s court yesterday, doveloped 
some very sensational features, the man who 
claims to have been paid by the defendants to 
fire the building being put on the stand. 
Clemens Ackermann, a cabinetmakér, now 
working for C. H. Hildreth & Co., said be was 
in the employ of the Kappes Furniture Com- 
pany last March. He resided at that time next 
door to Nicholas Simon, from whom he rented. 
Simon was in his house nearly every 
evening ana Frankenbach very often. 
Shortly before the fire of Thursday, March 6, 
Frankenbach complained to him that business 
was very dull, and said: 1 think the best way 
is to burn up the ‘building so as to get the in- 
surance.” Simon also said many times that he 
wished it would burn, as there was $7,000 in- 
surance On it, On oue occasion Frankenbach 
remarked: “If we burn up the front building 
now we can run again till fall, and then burn 
the factory.” At another time Frankenbach 
told him it was settled co burn the warehouse, 
and suid; “I will give you $10 and Simon will 
give you $100 to do n.“ and added that it he 
got out of work he should have their influence 
to get a position on the police force. 

Thureday, March 6, Frankentach said to 
Ackermann, See that it burns tonight,” and 
the witness then detailed how he and Franken- 
bach planned to sprinkle varnish and benzine 
over the floora and put some loose excelsior 
where a match could be thrown on it. They 
went into the basement and experimented with 
Varnish and excelsior (fine curied stavings), 
and Frankenbach said it would work first rate. 

The last thing Simon said Thursday n ght to 
witness was, “It must go tonight.” Franken- 
bach handed bim the key to the front door of 
the buiiding. and said the same. After supper 
at his home that night Simon came in and 
banged lim a $1 bill for spending mone, as 
be sald, and asked him when be was going to 
start for the factory. He went to the factory 
at 10 o'vlock that night, and fired the exceisior, 
but Grieb, the watcnman, discovered it and 
put iti out. Bob Frankenbach and Simon ac- 
companied bim to the iactory the next day, 
and, alter looking over the bulidmg, suid: 
* You d.d net ao it very well.“ Frankenbach 
adding: Next time we will try it from the 
top floor.“ It was agreed not to attempt to 
fire the building again until Saturday night. 
That day Frankenbach sa d: John! (a name 
that Ackermann was known by), “burn it good 
ton gbt, and ou Gan get jour money.“ Fran- 
kenbach also removed the cartridges from the 
revolver that the watchman used and told 
Ackermann, so be alleged, that “if Grieb saw 
bim he couldn't shoot bim.“ Everything was 
then arrangea for the second attempt, the 
wagon was puiled out of its accustomed place, 
and put where it would serve as.a screen be- 
tween the engine-roow and the entrance door 
that Ackermann was to use. The key was de- 
livered to him once more; Frankenbach was to 
stay wth Grieb and give a signul by shacinog 
his bead at the engine-room window when the 
coast was clear; a cau of oil was put where it 
could be used at the right moment. Then the 
witness said: 1 got into the warehouse 
about 9 o'clock, and stood at a window on the 
upper floor and saw Frankenbach and Grieb 
go to a neighboring saloon. They came 

back soon, and Frankenbach stood by the 
engine-house window and gave the signal. 1 
took up the can of oil and.poured it over the 
fioor, 1 was afraid, and went down-stairs to a 
door where I could speak to Frankeubach. He 
sd. d: ‘Now, John, burn it up.’ I went back, 
lighted a match, threw it on the mass of oil, 
varnish, and exceisior, and walked out of the 
building.“ 

Sunday Simon came to Ackermann's bouse 
and said, so the witness avers: 1 guess it 
was a wood burn this time.” He talked w.th 
bis partners in bis crime most of Sunday, and 
Frankenbach said to him: We can fix it on 
Kappes. He is out of the business now. Don't 
say A word to any one Or we three wil! be in a 
bud fix.” The witness spoke througb- 
out in a ciear and positive manner, but 
was nervous at times, as if afraid of the con- 
Sequences uf bis confession. The examination 
wi.l be resumed today. r

The land was purchased by Wilson at a nom. 
nal figure and the very next day sold to the 
city at a much bigber ‘igure. The claim of 
the gity is that somebody made some money 
out of this transaction in airaudulent manner, 
and as suspicion seemed to point towards Mr. 
Simmons au investigation was called. Mr. 
Wilson could not be induced to appear before 
the investigating committee. 

Pending the decision of the Supreme Court 
as to whether Mr. Wilson could be made to 
testify, the investigating: committee made its 
report and was discharged. Now that 
the suit bas been brougut against Mr. Sim-

CAPITAL CHAT. 

The coinage executed at the mints during 
November was $4,653,950, of which $2,500,000 
was in standard silver dollars. 

Third Auditor Williams reports that during

The Seventh Precinct of the Fifth Ward 
was reached in the recount.of the votes in the 


Mayoralty contest yesterday. The work did 


not affect the total resuit, as it showed a gain 
of two votes for Smith and an equal number 
for Harrison. Smith, therefore, remains four 
votes abead, as he stood Monday night. The 
returns of the judges in the precincts exam- 
ined yesterday were remarkably accurate, a 
discrepancy between the official figures and the 
result of the recount being found only in four 
out of the thirteen precinets counted, 

The recount of the remaining precincts of 


the Fourth Ward was finished during the morn-’ 


ing session. At 10 o’clock Mr. Green wanted 
to begin the count, but Mr. De Armand, the 
assistant of Mr. Story, objected on account of 
the absence of J. C. Hitchcock, one of the 
Democpatic tellers. They waited fifteen min- 
utes, and at the end of that time Commissioner 
Windes ordered the count to proceed. Mr. 
Forch went to find Mr. Hitchcock, and re- 
turned shortly before 11 o'clock. Mr. Hitch- 
cock caweina few minutes later. He was 
asked if be desired to count the ballots in the 
precincts gone over in his absence, but did not 
thiok it necessary. In order to expedite the 
count, Mr. Windes examined a number of en- 
velopes at ove time and passed upon their 
competency so that they could be opened later 
without waiting ior his decision. He ex- 
amined the envelopes of the precincts from 
the Eleventh to the Seventeenth of the 
Fourth Ward before the count went on. Ob- 
jection was made by Mr. Story to the opening 
of every envelope on the ground that there 
had been no evidence to show fraud or error 
in each particular precinct. Special objection 
was made to some envelopes on which the seals 
were partially broken or not sufficient in num- 
ber to satisfy the defense. The Commissioner, 
however, allowed the envolopes to be opened, 
as be considered the sealing sufficient uader 
the statute. In most of the precinots in the 
Fourth Ward the recount showed no deviation 
from the official count, and at the end of the 
morning session Smith had gained two votes 
over Harrison. 

The Fiith Ward was begun in the afternoon. 


Commissioner Windes examined the envelopes > 


of the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, and 
Sixth Precincts and rronounced them all in 
proper condition, except the envelope contain- 
ing the baliots of the Third Precinct, which was 
found to be gummed only and not seaied with 
wax. On the front side there appeared in pen- 
oil the words Found open, sealed by J. G. N.“ 
and at one corner the words Found loose.“ 
Mr. De Armand objected to having the envelope 
opened, as it came within the specification of 
the court of the enveiopes that would require 
furtir evidence before they could be opened. 
The Commissioner examined it and returned it 
to the larger envelope to be submitted to the 
court. One ballot in the Firat Precinct of the 
Fifth, on which a pencil mark was run through 
Harrison's name and Smith’ written in- 
stead, was not counted either way, Mr. Story 
claiming that the pencil mark was not suff 
cient to amountto an erasure and that the 
name of Smith was not complete, althougb the 
count showed a great deal of scratching in that 
precinct in favor of Smith. 

While the Second Precinct of the Fifth was 
being counted Mr. Story observed that the 
scratching of Harrison must have been done 
by the same man. There was always but one 
pencil mark drawn through Harrison's name, 
and the 8 beginning Smith’s name was very 
similar on all tickets. Mr. Story suspected 
fraud, 

“It may have been the ticket-peddier,” sug- 
gested Mr. Forch. 

But it can't have been the same ticket- 
peddier in both preeinots,“ said Mr. Story. 

“They ali write very much alike, replied 
Mr. Forch, and, besides, the count agrees 
with the official figures.”’ 

On a Democratic ballot found in the Fourth 
Precingt of the Fifth all the names were 
scratched except that of Ald. Sheridan. Mr. 
Story claimed that tue penoil mark through 
Harrison’s name was hardly heavy enough for 
an erasure. The ballot was called blank. The 
Second Precinct of the Fifth was the only one 
in which affidavits were found. All the other 
envelopes of that ward contained baliots only.

The headquarters of R. 8. Peale & Co., No. 
315 Wabash avenue, who are the general agents

REAL-ESTATE BOARD. 


SATISFACTORY COMPROMISE ON THE CON- 
DUIT ORDINANCS—EXCLUSIVE AGUNCY. 
The Real-Estate Board met yesterday after- 

noon at its rooms, No. 150 La Salle street. It 

was determined to hold a special meeting next 

Wedhesday to consider the advisability of 

admitting outsiders to noon meetings at which 

members cold offer property for sale ata 
price previously fixed by a committee appointed 
by the board. 

The committee appointed to take steps to 
prevent the passage by the Council of the or- 
dinance giving the Underground Conduit Com- 
pany the right to string wires under the side- 
walks reported that the company had proposed 
an amendment which carefully guarded the 
rights of the property-owners. The company 
agrees not to lay ite wires under any sidewalk 
without the written consent of the owner of 
the adjacent property. Sbould any owner re- 
fuse to sign, the wires will have to be laid out- 
side the sidewalk opposite bis frontage. The 
amendment has been i in the ordi- 
nanoe, which, as amended, will be favorably 
reported on by the Committee on Fire and 
Water of the Council. This was regarded as 
satisfactory by thé board and the committee 
was discharged. 

The committee having charge of the ques- 
tion of exciusive agency gave several reasons 
why such a system should be adopted, and pre- 
sented a form of contract by signing which 


the owrmer agrees to put his property exolu- 


sively in the hands of one ageut. The matter 
was generaliy discussed, and the opinion 
seemed to prevail that, while exclusive agen- 
cies were very desirable, property-owners 
would not sign such a contract. It was also 
urged that the system, if adopted, sbouid not 
be arbitrary but advisory. Accordingly, the 
matter was referred back to the committee 
wito instructions to present another form of 
contract. Notice was given of an amendment 
to the constitution leaving the rejection or ad- 
mission of applicants for membership with tne 
Committee on Membersbip. 

Before adjourning the President unveiled a 
handeomeiy-framed portrait ot H. C. Morey, 
the first President of the board, while the 
members sang ** Auld Lang Syue.“ Mr. Morey, 
who presented we board with the portrait, 
made a speech repiete with characteristic wit- 
ticisms.

The Dangers of “Made” Ground and 
Carelesly Constructed Dralns— What 
a Shove vel Revealed. 


A Suburb with  fadly-Oriopled Health 
Department—The Health Officer's 
Opinion. 


Tue Tamum of Sunday contained an un- 
usually sad death notice, which told in a few, 
brief words ot the terrible hayoo wrought by 
scariet fever in a Hyde Parx family. 


Bogart, No. 4311 St. Lawrence avenue, died 
of the disease within eight days: Lovie, aged 
14 years, Nov. 20; Alice May, 4 years 6 months, 
Nov. 24; John T. R., 11 years, Nov. 26, and 
Bessie, 9 years, Nov. 27. As the neighborhood 
is healthy and scariet-fever not epidemic in the 
locaiity, the death of four healthy children 
within so short a period seemed to make the 
case somewhat remarkable and inexplicable. 


TRIBUNE reporter it would appear that the 
cause of the wholesale deaths was entirely local 
and easily understood. When the reporter 
reached the premises every door and window 
was wide open, and the dismantied rooms 
plainly showed that the afflicted fam- 
lly had left the house on which 
death had made so deadly an assauit. 
Workmen were engaged in digging connecting 
sewers from the house and the next one south 
to the St. Lawrence avenue sewer. Inu the 
back yard were Mr. Bogart and the Viliage 
Health Officer, Dr. J. Ramsay Flood. Mr. Bo- 
gart was stating to the officer that the house 
stood upon made grouud '’—i. .: that the lot 
bad been filled in with several feet of earth in 
order to raise its level, as it lay on the edge of 
a rise to a timbered ridge to the south. 


back of the bouse. Under the biows of his 
shovel the ground for several feet around 
could be felt to shake. There was no grass in 
the yard. and the soil was sandy loam and 
gravel for the first foot and a balf. At this 
depth the shovel turned up biack earth, which 
on inspection proved to be composed of ahav- 
mas and general refuse. It was thoroughly 
saturated with moisture and smelied very 
strongly of, sewage. The smell from 
the hole was strong and un 

almost enough to turn a sensitive stomach. 
Further investigation showed that a wooden 
drain ran from the back of the house No. 4813 
tbrough a part of the yard, across the ; ard of 
No. 4811, and into a catch-basin in the vacant 
lot adjoining the latter. The drain was about 
six inches below the surface, as was shown by 
the use of the shovel, and when the soil was 
taken trom over it the stench was nauseating. 
The drain ran the whole dietance within 
ten feet of the house and the ca 

in the adjoining lot lay not more than twenty 
feet from the north side of the house. It was 
evident that the wooden drain had leaked and 
that the whole yard was sodden witb the sew- 
age that bad escaped. Had the lut on which 
the house stands been natural soil the escaping 
sewage would probabiy have drained through; 
but the made land bad evidently been of 
such character that the sewage had been 
retained. There is no other drainage 
to either of the two houses. The sewer in the 
street was put in about a month ago, but no 
connection was made from the premises. The 
drain mentioned was not used for the escape 
of night soil. 

The houses Nos. 4311 and 4313 are two-story 
frame houses with wooden basemeats, set 
partially in the ground. Théy are comparative- 
ly new, baving been built about four years 
ago. The Bogarts moved in last March. 
At that time Mr. Tennant, owner of the houses, 
cleaned out the catch-basin in the vacant lot. 
It was stated that the catch-basin originally 
had à ventilating-shaft, but it was destroyed in 
some way, and nobody knows how long it has 
been wanting. The two lots stand, as before 
said, on the edge of a considerable slope, the 
vacant lot between No. 4311 and Forty-third 
street being somewhat lower, although dry 
and free from surtace water at pres 
ent. It is therefore probable that the 
natural drainage of the slope has been in some 
degree responsible for the sodden condition of 
the premises. The basement being surround- 
ed to a depth of several feet by the wet and 
sewage-soaked earth, the gases arising from 
the soil found easy and constant access into 
the house. Mr. Tennant, the owner of the 
houses, is making preparations to occupy No. 
4311 with bis family, which includes several 
childrea. The family in No. 4313, which also 
includes several children, has not been jnfect- 
ed, as far as appearances go. 

Dr. Fiood, the Health Officer, stated to the 
reporter that the Health Department was in a 
crippled condition owing to the economical 
course pursued by the village. His salary was 
$25 per month, and he had no inspector. Dur- 
ing the summer he had an inspector 
who devoted his entire time to the 
work. During that time property- 
owners had been compelled to make sewer 
connections as soon as sewers were put in the 
streets on which their premises lay. A general 
inspection was also maintained, and people 
were compelled to take precautions and correct 
abuses. Physicians were now required to re- 
port cases of scarlet-fever, diphtheria, and 
zymotic diseases; but were often derelict in 
their duty. In the present case he bad re- 
ceived no notice of the cases and did not 
know of them until after the deaths were 
announced. The family had reported the cases 
to the nearest policeman, who bad put up a 
yellow. card. He bad written to the pb | 
who bad had charge of the cases and should 
probably get an explanation and report within 
a few days. The village as a whole was 
remarkably 2 There were but 


cuses of diphtheria during November, five of 
which bad been cured and one was in progress. 
The neighborhood where the four deaths bad 
occurred was considered healthy. Fouror five 
years ago there was considerable complaint 
that gravel was being taken out in large quan- 
tities and replaced by refuse and dump 
ings. It was put a stop to and there had 
been no such work tor some years. There was, 
in his opinion, no danger except where the con- 
ditions were similar to those at No. 4311, and 
under such circumstances it could make littie 
difference whether the premises were located 
on natural or filied ground. The deaths in 
question were undoubtedly due to the condi 
tion of the ground and the poor drainage. 

It should be stated that the state of affairs is 
more the misfortune of all concerned than the 
fauit of any one man. of filling 
in lots with dumpings and a covering of several 
feet of earth is quite common and not neces- 
sarily barmful unless in conjunction with de- 
fective drainage, asin the present case. Mr. 
Tennant, the owner of the two houses, bas 
sympathized with the Bogarts in their afilic- 
tion, and, although bimseif a man of moderate 
means, bas contributed liberally towards the 
expenses caused by the sickness and deaths. 
He has now, upon the advice of the Health 
Officer,,beguu the removal of the fillmg and 
will replace it with solid earth.

The old, broken- 
down, homeless ex-soldiers of the War for 
the Unon are not capitalists with pockets 
full ot money to spend, nor will they be pro- 
ducers carrying on some great and profitable 
manufacturing establishment. On the con- 
trary, they will consist of penniless men, 
broken in health, unfit for work or business, 
who are now. either supported by friends or 
are in pinched circumstances. It will be a 
charitable institution—a home provided for 
such persons and supported by the taxpayers 
of the State, ~ | 

The political complexion of the inmates 
probably did not seriously enter into the 
minds of the Commissioners, altho they al!

officered by Austrians. This of itself is 
likely to end in .unpleasant complications. 
More than this: if Austria oceupies Servia, 
Russia will occupy Bulgaria, How to pre- 
vent them from coming into conflict is the 
problem which is now disturbing England. 

A war between these two Powers would 
rend the present Anglo- Turkish relations 
into tatters. The same resalt will attach to 
a division of the Balkan Peninsula between 
them. The fate of Turkey seems to hang 
upon the movement of Atistria into Servia, 
for that will be the first brick that will tam- 
ble the whole Turkish line over. If Austria 
takes that step Russia will be sure to follow, 
and the two Powers will then commence 
their southern mareh— the one to Salonica 
and the other to Constantinople, the object- 
ive points where their ambitions have cen- 
tered for years past and towards which every 
move they have made has pointed. Can 
their great armies move in parallel lines to 
these termini without coming into conflict ? 
The Pall Mali Gazette. puta the whole prob- 
lem in a nutshell when it says: 


it is understood both at Vienna and St. Pe- 
tersburg that Austria is to dumipate Sulonica 
and Russia Constantinople. Tho one unsettied 
point is where the line is to be drawn between 
the territories under the protection of Austria 
and those @njoying the support of Russia.

one army officered by Russians and another 
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principal city, which the Greeks have 
always wanted, On the south Greece would 
be satisfied with the Island of Crete, which 
is ailmost~ entirely Greek in population, 
religion, language, and commerce. Such 
a division as this would cut up 
the Turkish penipsula into two almost equal 
parts between Russia and Austria. It would 
solve the Eastern question by wiping out the 
last vestige ot Turkish power lu Europe. It 
would give both these nations a commercial 
outlet to the sea—the one by thé Gulf of Sa- 
lonica, the other by the Dardagelles.. If Bis- 
marck has given his con tent to the forward 


for England and France together to try to stop 
it. The only question is whether Russia and 
Austria can divide up the plunder without war, 
and that is the very core ef the problem which 
is now agitating the European Powers. The 
Servo-Bulgarfan war is a mere Incident in the 
situation, and is not dangerous in itself. The 
spark which may precipitate the explosion, 
however, is contained in the notice which 
Turkey has given of her intention to enter 
the Balkan, provincea and hold them perma- 
nently. It isa dangerous move, which may 
lead to her self - destruction. The situation 
resembles the chemist’s glittering bubble with 
its drop of petroleum connected by wire with 
an electrical bitten, It looks very beautiful, 
but the least touch upon the button will shiver 
it. It is not impossible that Turkey at last 
has touched -t. 10 


OPENING THE SiOUX RESERVATION, 
While the Indian Territory problem mare 
immediately concerns the people of Kansas 
and the States further south, the. policy of 
opening the great Sioux Reservation in Da- 
kota is of direct importance to the entire 
Northwest. A comparativeiy small number 
of Idle savages hold this vast tract of arabie 
land, comprising the greater part of Western 
Dakota, and make no use of it whatever. 
They exclude settiers and cit off railroad 
communication from the Black Hills, where 
great tin deposits and other mineral wealth 
can be uncovered as soon as better means of 
transportation are furnished. The entire 
Northwest would be benefited by throwing 
the Sioux Keservation open to settlement 
and giving the railroads access to the Black 
Hills region. The result would de a great 
increase of both agricultural and mineral 
production. 3 
It is not necessary to rob the Indians in 
order to open the reservation. .As. it is at 
present the land is.no use to the savages and 
they are supported entirely by the Govern- 
ment. They do no farming, keep no cattle, 
and, as the game is all gone, cannot use the 
land even as hunting groand. The Indians 
are songregated in a few villages and a little 
farming is done about the forts, but millions 
of acres ot rich land remain as useless as 
though located in the centre of the Desert of 
Sahara. The Sioux are acting the part of 
the dog in the manger; they make no use of 
the land and will not allow white men to do 
80. It is an insufferable nuisance to have a, 
band of Government paupers hold an im- 
mense domain of arable land in idleness and 
block the path to the mineral riches of. the 
Black Hills. It would be better for the 
savages to have the land cut up in 
severalty, and, after they are al- 
lotted a due share of the best por- 
tion, the money realized from the sale of 
the remainder could be invested so as to pro- 
vide a means of support for the Indians in 
the future. A million head of cattle could 
be grazed on the portions of the reservation 
not taken up for farms. This would yield 
an annual profit of $6,000,000 or $7,000,000, 
and the savages could buy all the beef they 
wanted out of their annuity funds without 
depending on the Government. 

At least three railroads are ready to ex- 
tend their lines to the Black Hills as soon as 
they can get the rightof way. The North- 
western has a line reaching into Northern 
Nebraska, but further progress is barred by 
the Sioux Reservation. The same thing is 
true of the Milwaukee & St. Paul, which has 
pushed as far west in Dakota as it can go. 
Bullwhackers and mule teams now furnish 
the only means of reaching the rich Black 
Hills country. That section abounds in de- 
posits of tin and iron as well as the precious 
metals, and when adequate transportation 
facilities are furnished it will add immensely 
to the wealth of the country and be ot special 
benefit to the Northwestern States. 

It is time that the Administration should 
devote some attention to such an important 
matter as breaking up the Sioux Reservation 
and opening a route to the Black Hills. Mr. 
Cleveland and his assoclates have confined 
themselves so far to the labor of dividing the 
spoils, and, after getting turough with the 
offices, ought now to give some ‘attention to 
important public policies. Capable officials 
have been turned out by the thousand and 
the offices aré pretty weil stocked with in- 
capables, even down to fourth-<lass Post- 
masters. Let the President now take up this 
really important and vital matter of opening 
the Sioux Reservation and do something to 
serve the economic and industrial interests 
the Northwest. ,

ENOLAND'S OCCUPATION OF EGYPT. 

The 7th of May, 1882, Lord Granville 
ordered the immediate dispateh of the En- 
glish ironclads to Alexandria, and a few 
weeks later the Government once more com- 
menced ‘the work of solving the Egyptian 
question by bombarding that city. It was 
speedily occupied. The National Ministry 
was dismissed. Arabi Bey was captured and 
sent to Cyprus. The Khedive had previously 
been deposed, and a more convenient tool for 
England was put in his place. The author- 
ity of the latter was nominally restored. In 
reality, the authority of England was set up 
in the face of the protests of Turkey, Egypt's 
suzerain. The occupation was declared to be 
a temporary one, to last only until such time 
as order was restored and the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment was strong enough to enforce its 
administration. France was invited to join 
the occupation, but declined. She had her 
hands full of foreign troubles elsewhere, and 
at home there was a growing sentiment against 
foreign conquests and expeditions. The other 
Powers looked on with apparent indifference. 
They did not order England to quit Egypt, 
but, on the other hand, they did not author- 
ize her to stay there. She went on and ne- 
gotiated a loan for Egypt with the consent 
of the Powers to help pay coupons and settle 
up damages and indemnities. But still her 
position remained an anomalous one. Mean- 
while EI Mahdi's fanatics were threatening 
Upper Egypt. A force was sent up the Nile 
to stay their progress, only to meet with dis- 
aster.’ ‘The troops were withdrawn, and Mr. 
Gladstone announced that it was not the in- 
tention of his Government to continue in oc- 
cupation over a year. Then the time was 
extended to a year and a half. One of the 
last declarations of his expiring Ministry 
was to the effect that it might be three years 
before it would be safe to leave, It was 
evident enough that there was. no intention 
of leaving. What was wanted was ‘the au- 
thority to stay. Mr. Gladstone did not get 
it, but the Turies had not long been in power 
before they obtained it froni the only Power 
which was legally competent to grant it. 

Egypt enjoys autonomy, though she is 
nominally controlled by Turkey and pays her 
an annual tribute. To whom, therefore, 
should England go for the authority she 
wanted, if not to Turkey? And when was 
Turkey ever before ina position where she 
would be so likely to grant it? She was ina 
nest of difficulties. Bulgaria had taken Rou- 
melia from her, Russia was threatening her 
on one hand and Austria on the other, while 
all her provinces in Europe were on the verge 
of rebellion. The Tories were prompt to 
seize their opportunity. Sir Henry Wolff 
was sent as an envoy to the Porte, and as 
the result of his negotiations England recog- 
nizes the suzerainty of Turkey over Egypt 
and agrees to defend her. Turkey with- 
draws her previous demand that the British 
occupation should not be protracted beyond a 
certain fixed time. The Sultan is recognized 
as the codstitutional’ sovetetgn ‘of Egypt, and 
England stands to him in the relation of 
constitutional Ministers. As the London 
Times puts it: We have become the. ex- 
ecutors of the authority of the Sultan, as 
Lord Salisbury is the executor of the authori- 
ty of the Queen. As the Queen sanctions 
legislation under the ad vioe of her Ministers, 
so the Sultan will sanction reforms under the 
advice of British administrators; both acts 
are in the name of the sovereign, but both 
are the acts of the Ministers.” The saine 
paper points out the advantage which will 
acerue: 


Hitherto our position in Egypt, though, in 
fact, involving. vast respousibiiities and pur- 
chased by arduous labors, bas been, iu point of 
form, an uneertain and u otory ons. 
England was technically. one only among sev- 
enteen States possesaing equal rights in the 
Kuedive's dominions; the faets of our position 
had never been reconciled with yee theory; aur 
claim to any peculiar autbority had never been 

izea either by the other Powers, great 
and small, or by the Porte. We .cocupy from 
this time forth a position of unchallengeable 
legit macy as the maintainers.of orger in 
Egypt with the aequiesceney of a Power whose 
right no ope can galnsay. Our case stands 
out clearly as separate from that of ali the 
Other Powers and ceases to rest on an insecure 
and basis of sufferanee. We can act 
under the authority of the Bovereign Power to 
repel aggression and to carry Out reforms. 


In other words; England has occupied 
Egypt for all time with the consent of the 
only Power which is authorized to give it. 
Egypt will continue to ey ber trib- 
ute and England will take all the rest. En- 
gland will now dea with the people with the 
formal coSperation of the Sultan, and when 
she moves again to beat back the Mohammedan 
fanatics from Upper Exypt, she will move 
with the authority of the head of tho, whole 
Mohammedan world. If she penetrates still

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A GENTLEMAN in Fargo, Dak., writes as 
follows in reference to the millers of Minne- 
apolls: The Millers’ Association is now, 
and is likely to be in the future, a factor in 
the wheat market of Chicago. Its interests 
are precisely like those of the Chicago pack- 
ers. Both are manufacturers, and both want 
to get the stuff as cheap as possible. Hence 
the bear dispatches from the mills and the 
threats to shut them down. It is absurd to 
suppose that the mills will be closed for any 
length of time. There is too much capital 
invested in them to allow them to remain 
idle, and they would lose their flour trade, 
which would turn into other channels. Their 
output is 26,000 barrels per day, requiring 
over 100,000 bushels of wheat. Why, one- 
half of Minneapolis lives off those mille in 
one way or another, and there would be a 
riot it they. were kept closed long. Of 
course mill machinery, like all other machin- 
ery, wears out, and if a mill ts closed for 
necessary repairs it is a good bear pointer to 
telegraph to Chicago. it would be foolish to 
underrate the great wealth and influence of 
the millers, but the whole Northwest is ar- 
rayed against this huge monopoly.”

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The Kitty M. Forbes Badly Damaged 
Tug Destreyed— The Oak Leaf Sold 
—General News 


A Detroit marine mia who was in Chicago yes- 
terday states that Detroit tug-owners have got 
into shoal water. The failure of Murphy’s line, 
he says, bas alarmed creditors and claims against 
other tugmen are being pushed with considerable 
vigor. One line is said to have turned one of its 
boats over to a bank which held a mortgage on it, 
and sent the other boats off to Canada, beyond the 
jurisdiction of the United States Marshal. There 
is a moral to be drawn from this. A few years ago 
tugs engaged in towing vessels through the rivers 
that connect Lake Erie and Lake Huron paid 
larger premiums on the capital invested than any 
other class of floating property. The business was 
monopolized by three lines, and the tow- 
ing charges were not only immoderate, 
but extortionate. Vessgel-owners, however, paid 
their tow-bilis with comparatively little grumbling 
so long as freights were good, but when cargoes 
became scarce and carrying rates dropped to & 
lower basis than was ever known before owners 
began to study economy. It was necessary to 
either cut down the running expenses of their 
vessels or tie them up. Harbor tugs at the various 
ports found it necessary to reduce their charges, 
but the river tugs reveled in their fancied monop- 
oly and maintained their tariff. The result was 
that schooners were rapidly converted into barges, 
and contracts were made with steam-barges and 
propellers to tow them from port to port. Thus it 
was that a large amount of tonnage became entire- 
ly independent of the river tugs, while the latter 
clung tenaciously to their tariff and suffered their 
business to rapidly dwindle away. The experi- 
ment of doubling up sail with steam proved 
a far greater success than was anticipated, and 
now very few independent sail craft are built. It 
was not until this season that the river-tug Owners 


made any effort to recover their business. Last 


summer, after holding several stormy meetings, it 
was decided to reduce ting charges. No regular 
tariff was established, it being understood that the 
tugs should get all they could. The action came 
too late, however, as the steam-barges had got a 
strong hold on the river towing and refused to give 
u up. Consequentiy the tugs have been idle a 
greater part of the seasun, and most of the towing 
obtainea was for such long distances that the earn- 
ings barely paid coal bills. Whether or not the 
tugs will ever again be profitably employed on the 
rivers remains to be seen. : 


THE CRAMPS COMING TO THE LAKES. 

Although Manager Bullard of the Union Steam- 
boat Company has®repeatedly denied that any ne- 
gotiations were being made for the transfer of the 
management of the Union Dry-Dock, a letter re- 
ceived here yesterday emphatically says that Will- 
iam Cramp 4 Sons, the Philadelphia iron-ship 
builders, will probably assume control of the eatire 
plant of the Union Dry-Dock Company Jan. 1. 
The writer ot the letter is a man of standing and 
in position to know what he is talking about. The 
Cramps, be says, have been seriously contemplat- 
ing the establishment of a branch of their exten- 
sive lron-ship building industry at one of the lake 
ports for nearly a year. Recently they visited some 
of the more important lake ports, including Buffa- 
lo and Chicago, and are said to have been so favor- 
ably impressed with the lake marine that they at 
once entered into negotiations with the Erie Rall- 
way Company, which virtually owns the Usion 
Dry-Dock, with a view of obtaining control of the 
plant. The arrangement, it is said, is now nearly 
compieted. If the Cramps secure the property 
they will probably at once begin the construction 
of a new metal steamer for the Anchor Line, men- 
tion of which was made in THE TRIBUNS several 
weeks ago. 


THE KITTY M. FORBES. 

Mr. Frank Williams, until recently Superintend- 
ent of the Union Dry-Dock of Buffalo, arrived in 
Chicago from Bay City yesterday after holding a 
survey of the wrecked steam-barge Kitty M. 
Forbes, which went ashore on Lake Superior sev- 
eral weeks ago. It was reported that the Forbes 
had sustained very little damage. but the survey 
established a loss of nearly $15,000. The damage 
to the hull alone amounts to about $6,000. The 
bottom is badly chawed from grinding on the rocks, 
and in addition to considerable new bottom plank 
the vessel will require part new keel, new pocket- 
pieces, new stern-post,.and new fore-foot. She 
will have to be refastened throughout. The dam- 
age to the machinery foots up about $1,600. The 
Forbes struck the reef abaft the engine, and the 
shock caused the boilers to shift so as to break all 
of the feed-pipes. Over $1,000 worth of coal was 
jettisoned in order to release her, and the wreck- 
ing expenses bring, the total amount up to the 
figure named. 


THE TUG Sr. MARY BURNED. 


GLEN HAVEN, Mich., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—The 
tug St. Mary of Frankfort, with A. E. Banks, prin- 
cipal owner, on board, arrived here yesterday att- 
ernoon. Mr. Banks and the Captain came ashore, 
leaving the engineer and fireman on board. Half 
an hour later fire broke out in her hold near the 
boiler and spread rapidly through the hull, se that 
she was soon enveloped in flames. She continued 
to burn until midnight, when she sunk about twen- 
ty-five feet west of the dock, where she now lies a 
total loss. Capt. Charles Sutherland. her master and 
part owner, and the crew lost considerable clothing 
and effects. She was valued at $8.000, and is re- 
ported to be purtially insured against fire. Mr. 
Banks made arrangements with parties here to se- 
cure the boiler and machinery, which are probably 
more or less damaged. The origin of the fire is 
unknown. 


VESSEL TRANSFERS. 


Already alarge number of vessels have been 
placed on the market to be sold, and there is an 
indication that a considerable amount of vessel 
property will change ownership during the winter. 
There is some inquiry being made by prospective 
purchasers, but those who want to buy will only 
buy at low prices. Capt. Lyman Feltes yesterday 
bought the sehr Oak Leaf. The terms of the sale 
were not made pudlie. Capt. Feltes is an old lake 
Captain, bat is now extensively engaged in ship- 
ping cedar from Bay de Noqus.

THE OUTPUT GREATLY REDUCED,- AND 
SHIPMENTS VERY LIGHT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 2.—[Special. |— 

The Northwestern Miller will say Friday: 


The decline in wheat has weakened flour quota- 
tions, but there is no trade doing, buyers being 
afraid to take hold even at the low prices, while 
miliers know that further concessions would 
create a merely temporary demand, and are satis- 
fied to wait for a change, which they feel cannot 
be for the worse. A touch of winter would stiffen 
the market materially, but the weather continues 
warm and trade is lethargic. The decrease in 
stocks abroad may stimulate foreign buyers a little 
before the holidays, but nobody expects a lively 
demand from them this month. Quotations at the 
mijils for car or round lots are: Patents, $4.75@5; 
straights, $4.40@4.65; first bakers’, $3.75@4; second 
bakers’, $3.15@3.30; best low grades, 2. 102. 25, 
in bags; red dog, $1.50@1.60, in bags. 

The platform presents a lonely and deserted ap- 
pearance this week, eighteen of the larger milie 
being completely idle. The five mills in operation 
are all small except one, and together they repre- 
sent a daily production of about 2,300 barrels. 

The output last week was 73.870 barrels, averag- 
ing 12.311 barrels, against 142,651 barrels the pre- 
ceding week, and 94,710 barreis for the correspond; 
ing time in 1884. 

The flour market offers no encouragement, prices 
being lower, with nothing doing. The exports of 
our from Minneapolis for November were un- 
usually light, being 138,800 barrels, against 222,758 
barrels for October. To this should be added 
about 5.000 barrels that went to Canada.

2.—[Special.]—No 
church disturbance with which Bishop Borgess 
has ever had to deal can be compared to the 
present trouble in St. Albert's congregation. 
Without reference to the justice or the merits 
of the cause on either side, the fact.remains 
that the peouliar character of the peovie and 
the enormous numbers of the congregation 
will require a departuré from the usual 
methods adopted in such cases if peace and 
order in the Pohsh church are to be restored, 
Another exciting time occurred today. Be- 
tween 1,500 and 2,000 Polish women 


mobbed the new priests and attacked the 


church and the house of Thomas Kottowski, 
who made the charges against Father Kolasin- 
ski. Thirty-four policemen contended with 
the mob from daylight till 10 o'clock, and 
again from 1 o'clock till 4, and were utterly 
unable to control them or restore peace till 
the infuriated women were ready to let them. 
The police did not wish to use the rioters 
roughly, but were forcec to tap a number of 
them with their batons. The trouble 
began at daylight, when St. Albert's 
Church was opened for mass. When 
Fathers Dombrowski and Jaworski, 
the new priests, appeared, they received 
a cutting shower of gravel. The women ob- 
st: ucted the doorway of the church, and lift- 
ing Dombrowski from his feet they hurled bim 
backward. Jaworski was set upon by a num- 
ber of women, one of whom, Mary Kapall, 
dealt him a savage blow in the face, Turee 
times che priests attempted to enter the church, 
and each time the repulse was more violent. 
The women, who at first seemed to hesitate 
about doing more than prevent the priests 
from entering, grew bolder and more savage 
th exch successive advance, and the third time 
they bit and clawed and slapped the priests 
like very devils. The police helped them gain 
entrance to the church, and, after ejecting the 
disturbers, the doors were locked. Some one 
in the auditorium sprang to the entrance on 
the south side of the building and unlocked the 
door. A surging, tugging, struggling, yellme 
mob pressed into the chureb, jumped upon the 
seats, and tried to olimb over the barrier that 
separates the altar from the bedy of 
the chureb. Father Dombrowski stood 
his ground but a moment and then fied 
into the vestry. His assistant, Jaworski, 
seemed paralyzed with fear. The uproar 
was frightful. A woman named Serandeski 
obtained entrance to the chancel through a 
private way, and fell prostrate before the altar 
in prayer. Jaworski approached her, but did 
not seem to kuow whether or not to remove 
ber. He made a motion to do so, when the 
crowd set up such a wild yell that the priest 
hastily withdrew. The priests now concluded 
to leave the church. The instant they left the 
altar the women drew trom their shawis and 
pockets pieces of brick, stones, gravel, and 
mud and huried these missiles at the priests. 
When the latter reached the door a second 
volley greeted them from tbose on the street, 
but they dashed across tne road and reached 
the convent without serious injury. 

Father Kolasinski arrived at the church 
about the time bis successors were fleeing to 
the convent. The excited people grew bushed 
at once. The women kneeled and kissed the 
reverend father’s robe. He told them to go 
home, and the women ia turn, with tears in 
their eyes, called upon St. Albert to biess their 
persecuted father. After a hard struggie the 
police succeeded in driving back the crowd. 

Mary Kapall, living on Beaybien street, was 
arresied as she stood furiously whirling a cat- 
o’-nine-tails about ber bead. Pauline Schmitt 
of No. 128 Scott street was arrested for throw- 
ing bri¢ks. Dorothy Malcowa and Annie Ar- 
nekeck, two unmarried women living at the 
corner of Hastings street and Garfield avenue, 
were arrested in conjuction with George 
Masczereck, a saloonist on Forest avenue, for 
inciting a disturbance. All were taken to the 
Gratiot Avenue Stauon. At 1 o'ciock this aft- 
ernoon the rioting was renewed on Hastings 
street at Koltowski's house, which was 
attacked by 2.000 women, the shutters 
torn off and the windows broken. 
The mob, finding Koltowski about to use bis 
revoiver, went away, saying they would return 
with the men folks tonight and burn the bunid- 
ing. The woman Mal tzki, trampled on yester- 
“ay, and who gave birth to a child iu the street, 
is at the point of death. Many other women 
are seriously hurt. 


MISTAKEN FARMERS, 


THEY STORE THEIR GRAIN, ACCEPT AD- 
VANCES, AND SlIuN A SHREWDLY-DRAWN 
CONTRACT BY WHICH THEY VIRTUALLY 
SELL IT. 

Granp Forks, Dak., Dec. 2.—|Special.]— 
Great indignanuon exists among farmers in this 
valley, who are receiving notives from eleva- 
tors buying for the Minneapolis Millers’ Asso- 
ciation, that they now deem themselves inse- 
cure in holding wheat longer on which they 
made advances for six and eight months at 8 
per cent interest and 1 per cent elevator stor- 
age, and that they will sell the wheat stored 
under an option clause in the contract. The 
farmers fondly hoped they were using money 
advanced on storage tickets at a low rate of 
interest and their wheat was safe for 
eight months from last October or 
November. The manner is illustrated by 
a duplicate contract shown by a farmer to- 
day. The farmer stored 170 bushels of wheat 
when the price was 72 cents, for which he gota 
check. At the same time the U. & N. Pillsbury 
Elevator loaned him $104 on the checks. He 
then signed a contract promising to repay the 
amouut after eight months. The elevator took 
out interest and storage for the full eight 
months in advance. Recently the allied ele- 
vators of the Millers’ Association have been 
selling wheat instead of futures at Chicago, 
and running the car capac ty of the raiiroads 
so that independent buyers for Duiuth, Chicago, 
and Buffalo could get no cars, and confi.cts at 
various points are threatened which keep the 
Railroad Commissioners busy to adjust. it 
will bardly be credited, but it is a fact that 
most of the wheat thus forced on the market 
was stored on money advances as above de- 
scribed, and farmers believe they were hold- 
ing’’ their grain. They now find, however, in 
their contracts an option clause which was de- 
signedly inserted by the cunning buyers, giv- 
ing them the right to seil the wheat whenever 
they may deem themseives insecure. The 
market has been torced down now to 
66 cents, and, notwithstandmg all prob- 
abilities of an advance, they ciaim 
that this decline justifies a toreciosure 
of the contract giving them an option to sell. 
Farmers are being advised variously to bring 
in more wheat, sell it, pay off their notes, and 
demand their wheat at the elevators, or to em- 
ploy counsel in a body and fight the elevators 
in the courts. In any event, much bad blood 
is bcing engendered by this snap judgment of

IT IS STRUCK IN A STRONG VOLUME AT A 
DEPTH OF 3,162 FEET—THE MANUFACTUR- 
ERS OF THAT CITY ARE DELIGHTED AT

CLEVELAND, O., Deo, 2.—[Special.]—A little 
more than a year ago the Cleveiand Rolling- 
Mills Company began sinking a weil for gas on 
alot near its wire-mills.

Upon the 
statement of facts the court deems it immate- 
rial in what proportions the wool and cotton 
are combined.

NATIONAL LUMBERMEN. 


SEMI-ANNUAL MEETING—GOING FOR THE 
WHOLESALERS—WHAT THE ASSOCIATION 
WILL DO NEXT MAY. 

The semi-annual meeting of the National As- 
at the Tre- 


this city performing the functionsof secretary. 
The association is composed of retail jumber- 
men banded together for the purpose of pre- 
venting their wholesale brethren from selling 
to the consumer. They number about 800. 
At a former meeting of the Executive Board 
apenalty of $25 was decreed against any 
wholesale dealer who might be detected clan- 
destinely selling to consumers at or below the 
price of the retail members of the association. 
This fine of $25 was to be paid over to the re- 
tall dealer whose business might have been in- 
fringea upon. Incase the offending whole- 
saler refused or negiected to pay the fine or 
make suitable amends to the retailer the asso- 
ciation was to put bim on the biack-list and 
refuse to purchase stock of him. It was agreed 
yesterday to suggest at the annual meeting in 
May to abolish tne fine and make the punish- 
ment fit the crime’ by biack-listing, so that 
the offender would find 800 retailers refusing 
to do business with him. Some discussion was 
saused by the complaints of wholesale dealers 
that the retailers of this association are incon- 
sistent and that they themselves do what they 
forbid the wholesalers to do—that is, ship stock 
into each other's territory. It was proposed 
that any member of the association convicted 
of such a breach of faith should be dropped 
from membership, but the matter was heid 
over until the annual meeting. Wholesale 
dealers aleo complain that active members of 
the association and those most loud in their de- 
nunciation of the way wholesalers trespass 
upon the rights of retailers are themselves 
guilty of buying on the cargo market and 
wholesaling such purchases to the retail men. 
In this way the main principle of the associa- 
tion is violated—namely: that a wholesale 
dealer shall not enter into competition 
with a petaiier jn selling to the consumer. The 
complaint is also made that the demands of 
the association are extravagant touching the 
wholesale dealer, and totally at variance wita 
the individual action of certain members of 
the association. Some time ago the roll of the 
body showed a membership of 900, and it is 
found that only 500 take an active and vital 
interest in the workings of the guild, so that 
the efforts of tne Executive Board will be de- 
voted to weeding out the passive members, 
who are regarded as dead-heads in the project.

FIREMEN’S MEALS. 

The revised rules and regulations of the Fire 
Department, which went into effect Tuesday, 
contain several provisions which meet with 
objection from the members of down-town en- 
gine companies. The most distasteful rule is 
the one fixing the allowance for meal time at 
an hour and a quarter each if two meals per 
day are taken away from the bouse and an 
hour each if there are three meals. To this 
the “kickers” object on the ground that a 
man cannot get home, eat his meal, ana return 
to his company quarters in the prescribed time. 
It will necessitate moving nearer town, paying 
bigher rent, and making it otherwise 
disagreeable for wwe — Hereto- 
fore the Captain bas n permitied 
to grant the men an hour and a half for a meal 
if be thought best, and the new rule does away 
with that. Chief Swenie’s idea is that the char- 
acter of the service demands that as much of 
the force as possible should be ready to re- 
spond in case offre, and that the rules hereto- 
tore have permitted the weakening of the com- 
panies to a degree that ieft barely a working 
forée on call. The shortening up of the meal 
hours will materially strengthen the depart- 
ment and inconvenience only a few of the 
down-town firemen. He has already had a 
number of applications for transfers from men 
who want to be assigned to companies nearer 
their homes. The result of the order will be 
to bring the unmarried men down-town, and 
the laddies will have to learn to carry a dinner 
pail and eat their meals in the houses, or else 
patronize some neighboring restaur®nt.

waspincTor, D. C., Dec. 2.—Gen. J. D. C. 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, has 

ed to the Secretary of the Interior his 
annual report for the fiscal year ended June 
90, 1885. The Commissioner prefaces his re- 
with the statement that It requires no 
seer to foretell or foresee the civilization of the 
race as a result naturally deducible 

from a knowledge and practice upon their part 
of the art of agriculture, for the history of ag- 
ricultare among all people and in all countries 
connects it with the highest intellect- 

unl and moral development of man.“ He con- 


tinveé: 

The increased interest in agriculture manifested 
since the opening ot last spring, and the prepara- 
on on several reservations for a still increased 
acreage in farming, are among the hopeful signs of 
indian progress and development. This brings 
me directly to the consideration of the practical 
policy whieh I believe should be adopted by Con- 
gress and the Government in the management of 
the Indians. It should be industriously and grave- 
iy impressed upon them that they must abandon 
their tribal relations and take lands in severaity as 
the corner-stone of their complete success in agri- 
culture, which means seif-support, personal inde- 
pendence, and material thrift. The Government 

however, in order to protect them, retain 
the right to their land in trust for twenty-five 
years or longer, but issue trust patents at once to 
such Indians as have taken individual holdings. 

When the Indians have taken their lands in sev- 
erally in sufficient quantities (and the number of 

« acres in each hold may and should vary in dif- 
ferent localities, accerding 30 fertility, product- 
pweness, climatic and other advantages), then, hav- 
ing due regard to the immediate and future early 
needs of the Indians, the remaiuing lands of their 
reservations should be purchased by the Govern- 
ment and opened to bomestead-entry at 50 or 75 
cents acre. The money paid by the Govern- 
ment for their lands should be held in trust in 5 
per cent bonds, to be invested as Congress may 
provide, for the education, civilization, and ma- 
terial development and advance of the red race, 
reserving for each tribe its own money. If this 
policy were adopted systematically by the Govern- 
ment it would be strange ifin five years from its 
inauguration and establishment there should be an 
Indian of any tribe in the whole country who would 
refase to accept 60 favorable and advantageous a 


measure. 


Every step taken, every move made. every sug-- 


gestion offered, everything done with reference to 
the Indians should be with the view of impressing 
upon them that this is the policy which has been 
permanently decided upon by the Government in 
reference to their government; they must aban- 
don tribal relations; they must give up their sup- 
. erstitions; théy must forsake their savage habits, 
and learn the arts of civilization. They must learn 
to labor and must learn to rear their families as 
white people do, and to know more of their obliga- 
tions to government and society. in as word, they 
must learn to work fora living, and they must un- 
that it is their duty to send their children to 
school. When the farm and the school have become 
familiar institutions among the Indians, and rea- 
sonable time has intervened for the transition 
from barbarism, or a semi-civilized state to one of 
civilization, then will the Indian be prepared to 
take upon himself the higher and more respon- 
sible duties and privileges which appertain to 
American citizenship. 

There are in the United States, exclusive of 
Alaska, 260,000 Indian souls; of that number there 
are in the five civilized tribes in the Indian Ter- 
ritory 64,000. There are in New York 4,970, in 
North Carolina 3,100, and there are some in Dakota, 
Nebraska. Kausas, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, and 
a few in California and the Northwest who are 
civilized, and still others who can lar 
some claim to civilization. Many others 
on the reservations have cast of the 
blanket and are adopting the fashions and dress of 
white people. But among all these, except among 
the Inciaps of New York and North Carolina, a few 
in the Northwestern States, anda part of the five 
civilized tribes in the Indian Territory, there is a 
very large number who do not till the soil. Nearly 
all who are called “the blanket Indians” have 
never tilled the soil to any extent, and fully half 
of the Indians of the United States, exclusive of 
Alaska, have declined to commit themselves to the 
lite of the farmer. Exciusive of the lands cuilti- 
vated by the five civilized tribes, the number of 
acres in cultivation by Indians during the year 


were 248,241, an increase of 18,473 since last year’s 


figures. 

The Commissioner presents some of the sev- 
eral theories advanced by friends of the In- 
dians as to the best policy to pursue to promote 
their true welfare, one proposition being to 
coneentrate them within the Indian Territory; 
another theorist that the tribes should be dif- 
fused over us large a space as possible, with a 
view of bringing the Indians in contact with a 
higher ty pe of civilization; while another prop- 
osition is to remove, with the exception of 
those who have taken severalty, all the Indi- 
ans in Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan to 
Red Lake and White Earth Reservations, those 
in Montana; Idaho, Wyoming, and Dakota 
to the Flathead and Great Sioux Reservations, 
and those in Nevada, Upper California, Oregon, 
and Washington Territory to the Yakima Reser- 
vation, while the Southwestern Indians might 
be concentrated upon one or two existing res- 
ervations in that locality. The Commissioner 
makes no definit recommendation as to any of 
these theories. ° 

Reports of the Indian agents at agencies 
where courts for the trial of Indian offenses 
have been established show that they have been 
entirely successful, and in many cases ¢mi- 
nently useful. Referring to Indian police, the 
Commissioner says: 

To a great extent they have met the necessities 
of the situation, and have proved valuable aids 


to the Indian Agents in preventing trespassing and 


robbery by lawless whites and suppressing vio- 
lence and incipient revolt among the more restless 
of their own people. Many instances of surprising 
fidelity to the trust imposed on them, under cir- 
cumstances which would swerve many a white 


from his duty, might be cited of these Indian po- 


lice. 


Under the head of cash payments to Indians, 
the Commissioner says the sum of $522,333 was 
paid in small per capita sums to Indians dur- 
ing the last fiscal year. Reierring to the In- 
dian outbreaks in the Southwest the Commis- 
sioner says: 

The Its of last May a portion of the Chirica- 
huas, numbering forty-two men and ninety-two 
women and children, succeeded in escaping from 
military control, while the remaining portion re- 
mained peaceably at Camp Apache. Of those who 
escaped eight men were killed by Apache scouts 
and sixty-one women and children were captured, 
and are now held under military surveillance at 
Fort Bowie. The others have been roaming through 
the country, committing murders and depredations 
and pillaging and terrorizing the citizens. In view 
of the outbreak in May. and as a precautionary 
measure against any coliusion or combination that 
might be made between those off and those 
remaining On the reservation, as well as to assure 
peace and quiet to citizens, it has been deemed ad- 
visable to place all the Apaches temporarily under 
the charge of the War Department, that depart- 
ment to have full authority to prescribe and en- 
force such regulations for their management as 
may be deemed proper. This office heartily sym- 
pathizes with the effort of une War Department to 
control the rebellious and warlike spirit of the 
Chiricahua outiaws and to prevent a recurrence of 
their raids upon white settlements; and I trust that 
the military will be able to capture the murderous 
band now skulking in the Sierra Madre Mountains 
and bring them to condign punishment.

HOLD YOUR WHEAT. 


AN IOWA WHEAT-RAISER GIVES THE FARM- 
ERS SOM TIMELY AND SENSIBLE AD- 


VICE. 

Srorm Laks, Ia., Nov. 30.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.|—I nave read your editorials on the 
price of wheat with a good deal of interest, 
especialiy your article in Saturday’s issue 
quoting the letter of Mr. C. E. Foote of Du- 
luth. I can with safety corroborate Mr. 
Foote’s testimony as to the fact of the storage 
of wheat by the large dealers on the main lines 
of railroads in the State of Minnesota, where 
nearly all the No. 2 wheat of this Northwestern 
country will be found this present season. In 
theory tne farmers over a wide area 
of country in Minnesota are holding 
storage tickets today for wheat supposed 
to be in store subject to their order, or rather 
subject to sale at market prices on some date 
in the futur when they decidee to sell their 
grain. Quite a number of country banks take 
these storage tickets as collateral security for 
loans made to the tarmers to enabie them to 
carry their grain forward into spring, when 
they all expect to receive higher prices. What 
the aggregate of such holdings may be no 
man can figure out, but that they are very 
large is beyond question. This wheat thus 
placed in store by the farmer does not remain 
at the small local warehouse or elevator of the 
grain dealer, but goes forward at once to Min- 
neapolis, where it helps to sweil the daily re- 
ceipts supposed to be paid for in tull, ana 
ready tor grinding or reshipment to Eastern 
markets. 

The firm of whichI am a member has 
been engaged in raising wheat in Minnesota for 
the last four years, and when I was up looking 
over our crop in September, the first set- 
ting thrasned out promised in straw twenty- 
three bushels to the acre, in accordance with 
the experience of our agent, who had been 
farming our lands for several years. Upon 
the finishing of the job of thrashmg it only 
yielded eleven bushels per acre. This served 
to us as a positive indication of the returns of

Mr. Dewar’s Money—The’ Board 
Trade Telegraph Company—A 
Queer Request. 


Judge Blodgett was occupied all day yesterday 
in hearing criminal cases, most of them being of 
very minor importance. Alexander Isaacs was 
convicted of gilding nickels to be used as bangles, 
but it was shown he was ignorant this was any of- 
fense, and he was let off on payment of costs. 

George I. Robey, a young man, was found guilty 
of using the maile for purposes of swindling. He 
advertised very extensively as C. M. Dickinson“ 
to loan money on all sorts of security at wonder- 
fully favorable rates, and asked all bis corre- 
spondents to send six centsin stamps for reply. 
His object was to get the stamps, but he was cor- 
rallied when he went after his first batch of letters. 

A somewhat unusual cause was that of William. 
Glenn. a boy of unusual intelligente and son of 
the Postmaster at Rochelle. He had a boy’s 
mania for stamp-collecting, and obtained 61.000 
worth of old and rare stamps from divers dealers, 
always ordering under an assumed name. He was 
in the habit of referring to the Second National 
Bank at Rochelle in ordering stamps. There was 
no such bank, but when a letter addressed to the 
bank came to the post-office he would take it, be- 
ing Assistant Postmaster under his father. He 
had some letter- heads with the bank’s name print- 
ed, and on them would write a glowing 
recommendation of himself under his as- 
sumed titie and sign a fictitious name 
as President of the bank. Then dealers in stamps 
failing to get their money would write to the Post- 
master wanting to know the standing of the party 
who had been buying stamps and giving the Sec- 
ond National Bank as reference. Young Glenn 
would appropriate the letters, and reply to them 
that there had been such a person in the town, but 
he had disappeared. This scheme might have 
worked indefinitly but for the fact that the young 
man stole $300 from a registered envelope and 
forged an indorsement on the return card. This 
was discovered by Inspector Henshaw, and he 
came to the conclusion young Glenn could also 
tell something about the stamp swindle. He 
charged the boy with it, and the latter confessed. 
He was convicted on two indictments, but the 
Judge in view of his youth and previous good 
character and the standing of bis family only sen- 
tenced him to fifteen months in the House of Cor- 


rection. 
THE LAW OF TROVER. 


The Supreme Court has recently decided the case 
of William Dewar against the Bank of Montreal, 
which has been in the courts for several years, and 
which contains an interesting legal question. May 
10, 1874, Dewar received from Engiana $7,721, loaned 
his employer, James Warrack, Brisish nsul, 
$1,500, kept $521, and gave the mainder to War- 
rack to be deposited in the Bank of Montreal at 5 
per cent interest. Warrack deposited it in his own 
name, the manager of the bank knowing it de- 
longed to Dewar. The certificate was indorsed to 
Dewar, but in August followimm Warrack took the 
certificate from the vault where Dewar had left it 
and, after striking out the assignment, got it 
cashed at the bank. After three years’ effort to get 
the money of Warrack Dewar sued the bank and 
recovered judgment in trover for $6,586. The 
Appellate Court reversed it and the Supreme 
Court affirmed this decision, holding that either 
Dewar authorized Warrack to draw the money or 
afterward ratified his acts in drawing it, and in 
either event, the bank could not be held liable. 
Mesers. Robert Hervey, C. M. Hardy, and C. W. 
Cooper appeared for Dewar and Dexter, Herrick 
& Allen for the bank. 


A LITTLE MISUNDERSTANDING. 

A. L. Singer 4 Co., manufacturers of men’s 
clothing, filed a bil) in the Superior Court yester- 
day against their traveling salesman, Frank J. 
Allen, asking to have their contract with 
bim reformed. They say that in November, 1884. 
they made an agreement to pay him $250 
a month and traveling expenses, not to 
exceed $1,800 from Jun. 1, 1885, to Dec. 
1. 1885, on condition that he sold $60,000 
worth of goods within the eleven months, and if he 
did not make a new contract with the firm for an- 
other year be would not enter into the employ of 
any other firm selling or making youths’ clothing. 
By mistake these last two provisions of the con- 
tract were omitted from the written agreement. 
Allen has only sold about $35,000 worth of goods, 
but has drawn $2,500 for ten months’ work and 
#1,850 for traveling expenses and is asking - $250 
more for salary for November. The complainants 
claim he has received already $1,000 too much sal- 
ary, as if he did not sell $60,000 worth of goods bis 
salary was to be reduced pro rata. They also think 
his traveling expenses have only been $1,000, so 
that he has overdrawn $800 on this account, and 
they ask for an accounting and to have the contract 
reformed, and tor an injunction to preyent him 
from suing them forthe Navember salary.

THE TROUBLES OF A SPRING-BED COMPANY. 


A few weeks ago a bill was filedin the Superior 
Court by Charles Carleton against the Carleton 
Spring-Bed Company and Thomas E. and James 8. 
O’Brien, representing that he was the inventor of 
some improvements in spring-bed bottoms; that the 
Carleton Spring-Bed Company was organized for 
the purpose of making and using such improved 
bed bottoms, the three incorporators being him- 
self and the two O’ Briens, and they began business 
on @ capital of $600, which has since increased to 
over $50,000. Carleton charged that his partners 
had been appropriating the funds of the company, 
voting themselves large salaries, refusing 
to share with him, ete., and he wanted a receiver. 
The cause came up before Judge Gardner Monday on 
a motion for a receiver, when the O’Briens filled af- 
fidavits setting out that for the firat year and more 
after the company’s organization it was unproftit- 
able and they advanced it $15,000, which was not 
repaid until July last; that Carleton has always 
known all about the business, including the Gov- 
ernment contract, and always consented to every- 
thing that has been done; that the success of the 
business is due almost entirely to Thomas EK. 
O’Brien. who has bought all the goods, made a 
large majority of the sales, and neglected his own 
business to attend to that of the @mpany. A 
short time ago Carleton ewas removed from his of- 
fice as manager of the company for failing to pay 
over $100 he had collected, and suit was brought 
soon after. 

No arguments were heard before Judge Gardner 
yesterday, as the complainant withdrew his motion 
after the affidavits were read. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE TELEGRAPH COM- 
PANY. 


Judge Moran was occupied all the morning yes- 
terday in hearing arguments on the motion fora 
receiver in the case of C. W. Brega against the 
Board of Trade Telegraph Company. Brega, a 
stockaolder, claimed the company had no legal 
officers. and that ite lease to the Bankers’ & Mer- 
chants’ Telegraph Company had been forfeited, 
and it was necessary some one be immediately ap- 
pointed to take charge of its affairs. Messrs. 
George and William Burry appéaredfor the com- 
plainants, J. R. Doolittle Jr. for the company, and 
Col. R. G. Ingersoll for the notorious E. 8. Stokes, 
who claims to de the largest stockholder 
of the company. Stokes filed an affidavit setting 
out that the Board ot Trade Company was entirely 
solvent and needed no receiver, that its bonded 
debt was only $42,000, stock $75,000, and floating 
$3,600, and the interest on its bonds to date had 
been advanced by him personally. He was more 
interested than any one in keeping it up, and did 
not intend to allow it to go to destruction. 

After a long argument the Judge said that if 
Judge Blodgett, who had appointed a receiver for 
the company, turned over the company’s affairs to 
itself, on account of the breach of the lease to the 
Bankers’ & Merchants’ Company, he would at once 
appoint a receiver, but if Judge Blodgett kept con- 
trol of the company he would not appoint any re- 
ceiver. 

An application will be made this morning to 
Judge Blodgett to have the company restored to 
the management of its affairs. 


A QUEER REQUEST. 


William H. Wolford claims to be the owner of a 
military bounty land warrant calling for 120 acres 
of land, but he says it is of small use to him from 
the fact that it was originally issued to George 
Spencer. a private in the War of 1812, and has 
never been assigned, Spencer in 1859 assigned it 
in due form to George W. Spencer, and the latter 
in 1863, while sick at Ottawa, gave it to complain- 
ant as a gift. Complainant was then a mere boy, 
and not knowing any written transfer was neces- 
sary took the document and has kept it ever since. 
George W. Spencer died in 1876, unmarried and 
childless, leaving no will, heirs, or property as far 
as is known. Complainant is therefore unable to 
get a proper transfer, and he therefore asks that 
the court will declare bim the legal owner of the 
warrant and order a proper conveyance to him. 


RAILROAD TIME-CARDS. 


Mrs. Jennie Huntington brought a bill against 
her partner, Theron N. Ingalis, with whom she en- 
tered into partnership three months ago, with a 
view to the pubiication of ‘*‘ Huntington’s Through 
and Suburban Time Tables,“ the convenient little 
pocket pamphiets issued twice a month with the 
latest time-cards of all the railroads. Ingalls was 
to contribute a part of the capital, but, as she says, 
did not do so, and thoagh he had charge of the 
books he failed to account for $557. Moreover, he 
engaged in other business, and did not put his 
heart in the work. All this, she says, was con- 
trary to their agreement. Her husband, P. C. 
Huntington, was employed at a salary of $15, and 
she declares that his services were quite indispen- 
sable, but that, owing to the conduct of Ingalls, he 
refused to go on with the work.
